RUMANIA DEFIED. 


Fascists Fight Decree To 


Abolish Iron Guards. 


BUCHAREST, Rumania, Feb. 1. 
(UP)—Corneliu Zelea Codreanu, 
leader of the anti-Semitic, green- 
shirt Fascist iron guards, tonight 
defied the government’s decree 
abolishing all semimilitary organi- 
zations throughout Rumania. 

Codreanu attacked the govern- 
ment for interfering with the 
electoral campaign now under 
way, accused government authori- 
ties of arresting and beating sev- 
eral of his iron guard members 
and summoned the organization’s 
“senate” to decide “how the iron 
guards will have sto protect their 
own interests.” 

Politicians feared that the mili- 
tant Codreanu, who shot and kill- 
ed a police prefect in 1924 when 
he was a student in Jassy Uni- 
versity, might decide to resist the 
government decree by force.

FOR DEFENSE ONLY 

Increases in the armed naval strength of 
the United States, asked of congress by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, will make the fleet “barely 
adequate to protect us against attack” and far 
from the power needed for an aggressive for- 
eign war. This statement was made by Admi- 
ral William D. Leahy, chief of naval operations, 
in testifying before the house nava] committee 
at hearings now in progress on the proposed 
enlargement. 

President Roosevelt asked for a naval con- 
struction program costing approximately $800,- 
000,000, to provide 47 additional combatant ves- 
sels and 22 auxiliary ships. This would involve 
an increase in navy personnel of 1,200 officers 
and about 20,000 enlisted men. 

Little opposition is expected to the program. 
Public and congress alike are convinced, in 


great majority, that. the United States must. 


add to her naval power if she is to protect 
herself from the spreading menace of aggres- 
sive militarism seen all over the world today. 


* There is no thought in any American mind — 


that this country will ever become the aggres- 
sor in warfare. None desires any armed 
strength beyond that necessary to protect 
America herself from possibility of despoilment 
by ruthless foes. 

This country cannot afford to stand unpro- 
tected in a world where the roar of guns and 
the whine of bombs is always heard, some- 
where or other. It cannot leave itself a help- 
less giant, tempting prey for any who would 
see profit in ravishment. . : 

The good citizen, the hoyseholder, depends 
upon a competent police force, alert and well 
armed, to protect him and his against the 
criminal world. In just the same way the 
United States must create and maintain a navy 
superlatively able to guard these shores against 
criminally minded nations. It is but the course 
of wisdom. Any other program would be 
criminally suicidal. 

President Roosevelt has the support of the 
country in his advocacy of a larger and more 
modern navy, for protection only. 


WILD-LIFE RESTORATION IN GEORGIA 


Under the Robertson-Pittman wild-life res- 
toration act, the federal government may match 
at a ratio of three to one, money appropriated 
by the state for the restoration and mainte- 
nance of stocks of game. The only other con- 
dition is that the wild-life projects submitted 
to the Federal Department of Agriculture must 

‘conform to departmental rules and regulations 
yet to be promulgated. 


It is the.purpose of the act to fit the resto- | 
ration and conservation of wild-life resources / 


into present and future land-use prograrhs. 
Thus Georgia could inaugurate a turkey man- 
agement plan for the production of wild tur- 
keys, in co-operation with the forest service 
which is already providing for turkey ranges 
with adequate protection. 

It is pointed out by proponents of the wild- 
life program, that the first need in Georgia is 
to provide a nucleus of technical personnel on 
the staff of the State Game Department. This 
staff should be permanent and not subject to 
changing political appointments by each ad- 
ministration. : 

A’ careful survey of the state, county by 
county, so that the wild-life situation in each 
locality may be understood, is probably the pri- 
mary need for such a trained staff to fill. 

Sportsmen declare that, although Georgia is 
Surrounded by states with a wealth of water- 
fowl, there are relatively few in this state be- 
cause of lack of waterfowl feeding areas. It is 
proposed that money which could be secured 
under the Robertson-Pittman act, be used, in 
part, to create fresh-water feeding ponds for 
waterfowl throughout the state. 

Georgia, it is also pointed out, has some of 
the best deer ranges in the country, yet they 
are, practically devoid of Geer. These ranges 
should be restocked with deer under ample 
protection. 

Eleven states, so far, have taken advantage 
of the act. Georgia should promptly join them. 
It is pointed out that the revenue from the 
state arms and ammunition tax alone—which 
is paid by the sport lovers of the state—is ap- 
proximately $14,500 annually which, with the 
federal money available, would provide $58,000 
for wild life each year. Every sportsman in 
the state should undertake to-do everything 
possible to get this state to participate in this 
important program.

Editorial of the Day 


“CARELESS STANDERS” — ’ 
(From the Providence (R. I.) Bulletin.) 

Two women of Karlskrona, Sweden, have 
been fined for “‘careless standing.” There they 
were, right in the middle of the street, gossiping 
as only women can when they’ve got hold of a 
good subject. And along came a telegraph boy 
blithely riding as only telegraph boys can, and 
bowled them over. 

There was great interest in the case through- 
out Karlskrona; for apparently this wasn’t the 
first time that good gossips, not to say careless 
standers, had got in the way of traffic. The 
courtroom was filled when the case came up, and 
everyone in the room, except the two gossips, was 
delighted when the judge fined them $1.25 each. 
The cup of joy ran over when the judge also 
fined the telegraph boy for riding too fast.

THE CAPITAL PARADE

RUMANIAN WHEAT AND OIL WASHINGTON, Feb. 1—It 


ause Rumania has 
wheat and oil that the fortunes of Octavian Goga, King Carol of 
Rumania’s new, hand-made prime minister, are being watched with 
such close attention by the American State Department and the for- 
eign offices of Great Britain, France and the other nations of the 
democratic bloc. The recent formal American protest against Mr. 
Goga’s anti-Semitism may probably be traced to a sneaking desire 
to make his fortunes worse. 

The anti-Semitic poet-politician has behind him only a small 
minority of his countrymen: He also has a highly developed talent 
for political-shenanigans, lately demonstrated in his tinkerings with 
the ballot, which may be sufficient to keep him in office. If he 
stays in office, a close Rumanian connection with Germany and 
Italy will be unavoidable. And then Rumanian wheat and Ru- 
manian oil will be at the dispcsal of the Fascist nations. 

The extreme importance of Mr. Goga’s fortunes is best proved 
by the fact that, without the capture of the broad wheat lands of 
Rumania, Germany could hardly have survived the last two years 
of the World War. With the Rumanian wheat lands to serve as her 
bread basket, Germany could withstand the allied blockade. With- 
out them, her people would have starved. 


RAW MATERIALS AND WAR The Rumanian situation is, of 


3 course, only one aspett of the 
whole big problem of the raw material supplies of the Fascist na- 
tions, in which is inextricably bound up the problem of these na- 
tions’ ability to fight a major war. Because Germany needs wheat 
‘and Italy needs oil so urgently, it is the most immediately perti- 
nent aspect, but there are others just as important. 

In the last weeks, an expert survey of the raw materials prob- 
lem has been privately circulated in Washington. Its central con- 
clusion, that the Fascist nations have only enough supplies to get 
them through a short, sharp and promptly victorious attack, must 
be taken with a grain of salt. There were, after all, a great many 
experts who said that the central powers could not last long in the 
World War. 7 


WHENCE STEEL? But the facts on which the conclusion is 

based are absorbingly significant. In the 
matter of steel, for example, the survey points out that Germany, 
and consequently the whole Rome-Berlin axis, will be in a far less 
pleasant position this time than Germany was in 1914. 

In 1914, some time before war was declared, the French troops 
were withdrawn ten miles from the border as it then stood. The 
hope behind this maneuver was to avoid a declaration of hostili- 
ties. The result was that the great Briey iron mines, just across 
the line from Alsace-Lorraine, fell into German hands with the 
first advance. The mines in Alsace itself were, naturally, already 
in Germany’s possession. Now, the Germans will have to pass the 
celebrated Maginot line to get at either the Briey or the Alsatian 
iron supplies. 

Since Italy and her allies are virtually without iron, and since 
German mines are inadequate, available supplies of scrap and im- 
ports will have to be relied on. It is pointed out that the only real 
source of iron imports will be Sweden, The hope is frankly ex- 
pressed that the Swedes, although unable to refuse openly to send 
iron to the Fascist nations, will be ready to tie up their mines with 
bogus labor troubles and the like as their contributiom to the demo- 
cratic cause. 


ITALIAN FINANCES The Italian situation is considered more 


difficult than the German, since the Ital- 
ian foreign buying power is considerably less than that of Germany. 
The survey concludes that both Germany and Italy are quite capa- 
ble of prolonging indefinitely the conjuring trick of their internal 
economics. But the Italian gold supply is now considered to be 
very low. 

Italy began her Ethiopian adventure with about 10,000,000,000 
gold lire on hand. She collected from her people, in privately- 
owned gold and its equivalent in foreign securities, another two or 
three billion Nre. But now she has spent so much on her adven- 
tures abroad that her gold supply is believed’to be reduced to a 
mere 3,000,000,000 lire or less. This is only about a quarter of the 
sum the President is preparing to spend on naval expansion here. 

The Ethiopian adventure further complicates Italy’s problem, 
not only because it has paid less well than was expected, but also 
because the tens of thousands of Italian troops and workers in 
Ethiopia would be completely isolated in a hostile land by hostili- 
ties between Italy and Great Britain. A plan is understood to be 
ready by which the Italians caught in Ethiopia would attempt a 


sort of Xenophon’s march to the sea, through Egypt. 
‘ , MINERALS Italy had hoped for cotton, oil 
yt ian teins and minerals from her Ethiopian 


conquest. She still hopes. Guarnieri, the minister for foreign ex- 
change, recently said to an American visitor, “I am like a man on 
a boat, always looking to see if anything is coming from the south. 

Nothing has come as yet, so cotton, oil and minerals must be ob- 
tained elsewhere. 

Minerals and oil can be stored. Large supplies of such necessary 
raw materials as copper have already been laid in, both by Italy 
and Germany. Germany has a process, thus far not wholly prac- 
tical, for extracting oil from coal. Italy has purchased large quan- 
tities of. oil and stored it, according to the survey, in a series of 
huge underground tanks situated at convenient intervals for miltary 
and naval use. 

The Italian oil supply is said to be sufficient for four months 
fighting, and, besides the supply on hand, she controls the low-grade 
Albanian wells and has the chance now to get Rumanian oil as well.

Wise Old Europe Spends Only Its 
Interest, While America 
Wastes Its Capital

Thirty years ago, the ordinary American knew little about his -- 
country beyond the borders of his own state. Now he can drive 
from one side to the other within a week, and thus may dis- 
cover, as thousands have done, what his fellow citizens are doing 
to harm or help him. 

If he drives in the far west, he wilf’come upon “ghost towns”— 
deserted rows of wooden buildings along grass-grown streets— 
towns that thrived while miners dug treasure from the surrounding 
hills and died when the treasure was gone. : 

If he drives almost anywhere from New England to Oregon and 
back down to Florida, he will frequently come upon barren wastes 
in which a few board shacks flank a hill of sawdust. In each of 
these, surrounded by miles of good timber, a steam engine once 
furnished power for saws, and men who fed the saws earned wages 
for a little while and then left because the timber was gone. 

Seeing these things, and remembering how rich in resources our 
land once was, you will be reminded of the devouring locusts that 
occasionally devastate the west. 

Did you ever see a farm after the locusts had finished it? A 
locust swarm takes everything—the leaves on the trees, the grow- 
ing grain, the gardens, even the weeds, leaving only bare stalks and 
desolation. They operate much as our race does here in America 
—strippin;; the earth of its riches and then moving on. . 

There is one area we haven’t yet stripped. It belongs to you 
and me—to all of us.

“GOD IS NOT MOCKED.” 

A man writes me on sawmill 
stationery as follows: “What do 
you make of that statement to the 
effect. that God is not mocked? I 
think it is in the Bible, or in some 
great poem.” | 

‘It is in the Bible, Galatians 6:7, 
and the passage reads, “Be not de- 
ceived; God is not mocked; for 
whatsoever a man soweth, that 
shall he also reap.” 


This statement in Paul’s letter to 
the church in Galatia echoes the 
thunders of Sinai—the underlying 
and eternal truth of the moral rule 
of God—and more, it sounds the 
underlying and eternal truth of 
the Gospel of reconciliation. It 
proclaims the moral integrity and 
security of this world—a world in 
which there is operative a law 
which makes for righteousness, 
even the righteousness of God for 
unrighteous men. 

There is in the Greek verb a 
homely vigor of expression which 
is} very emphatic. It may be ren- 
dered in this way: “God does not 
suffer anyone to turn up his nose 
at Him.” God does not allow con- 
tempt for the moral order to pass 
unnoticed and unpunished. It is 
more important for men to know 
and heed this law than to know 
and heed the law of gravitation. 
The law of the harvest runs 
through the whole constitution and 
structure of the universe. It is true 
in plant life, in thinking, in feel- 
irnig, in willing. God’s law is not an 
intrusion occasionally interpolated 
in the affairs of men, but an es- 
séntial principle working constant- 
ly and with a precision which 
cannot be escaped. 

Does anyone know a single 
instance where this law has not 
been operative? Has any rational 
being ever violated the moral law 
without bringing down upon him- 
self and his descendants the har- 
vest of such sowing. We may sow 
our wild oats a long way from 
home, but the harvest is certain 
and unmistaken. 

And just as the principle is op- 
erative in the realm of sin, so is 
it operative in the realm of grace. 
If we sow to the flesh, we shall of 
the flesh reap corruption; if we 
sow to the Spirit, we shall of the 
Spirit reap life everlasting. “And 
as many as-walk according to this 
rule (the will of God), peace be 
on them, and mercy, through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. Amen.”

Four-Year F ight 


By W.G. Hastings, Spence Grayson 


*Final enactment of the local 
option liquor bill yesterday cli- 
maxed a four-year fight on the 
part of two members of the house, 
of representatives, William G. 
Hastings, of Fulton -county, and 
Spence Grayson, of Chatham 
county. 

Grayson and Hastings began 
their fight shortly after the elec- 
tion in 1934. 

In 1935 they obtained submis- 
sion of the liquor question only to 
have their plan defeated by sev- 
eral hundred votes. In 1937 they 
won a new election but, with only 
about half of the registered voters 
balloting, the repeal plan again 
lost. 

This vear they launched a new 
fight, this time to be crowned with 
success. Although Hastings did 
not assume a front-rank position 


in the fight just ended, the Fulton < 


representative was a powerful 
force behind the lines andj with 
such leaders as Speaker Harris 
Representatives Jones, of Bartow 
county: Sabados, of Dougherty 
and Carmichael, of Cobb county, 
and others aided materially in 
adoption of the senate substitute. 

Fulton county’s other represent- 
atives, Mrs. Helen Douglas Man- 
kin and W. C. Kendrick, likewise

played important parts in the suc- 
cessful battle. 

The DeKalb delegation split its 
vote on- the bill. Representative 
Turner voted wet while Repre- 
sentatives Candler and Sams 
fought the bill.

“Time to Quit Pussyfooting” 
in Alaska, Sirovich Tells 
House Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—(4)— 
A congressman’s suggestion that 
airplanes and bombers be used to 
rid Alaskan waters of Japanese 
fishing boats went into the records 
of a house committee today. 

The merchant marine committee 
was holding hearings on a bill by 
Anthony J. Dimond, Alaskan del- 
egate to congress, designed to 
protect the territory’s salmon fish- 
eries against what he called Jap- 
anese “encroachments.” 

“If we keep on the way we are 
going,” Dimond testified, “we are 
drifting straight into armed con- 
flict in the Bering sea.” 

Shortly afterward, Representa- 
tive Sirovich, Democrat, New 
York, a committee member, inter- 
jected: 

“It’s time this pussyfooting with 
the Japanese is done with. I’m in 
favor of sending our torpedoes, 
our airplanes and our bombers up 
there and getting rid of all of 
them.” 

A weatherbeaten Alaskan fish- 
erman, whose words were force- 
ful if not always grammatical, told 
of an airplane trip on which he 
saw Japanese fishing vessels with 
salmon aboard 28 miles off the 
Alaskan coast. 

Dimond asked the witness, C. 
Chester Carlson, of Cordova, 
whether he thought there might be 
armed conflict between American 
fishermen and Japanese operators. 

“We aren’t going to stay behind 
these nets and catch nothing,” 
Carlson replied cautiously. “We'll 
have to sail out there and cut up 
their nets. That probably. would 


provoke the Japanese and they 
might fire a shot or two at us.”

A vigorous, emotional plea for 
a better understanding on the part 
of all: American. of underlying 
factors in the texture of present- 
day life was voiced here yesterday 
by Deloss Walker, of Chicago, as- 
sociate editor of Liberty maga- 
zine. 

Speaking to several hundred 
persons at a combined meeting of 
Atlanta civic and service clubs, 
Mr. Walker stressed the impor- 
tance o1 business leaders accept- 
ing the task of disproving “pop- 
ular fallacies” and genuinely lead- 
ing the nation. 

With his topic “1938 Prosperity 
Versus Depression,” Mr. Walker, 
removing his coat and talking in 
his shirt sleeves, struck a keynote 
of “where we will go depends on 
what we are thinking.” 

Depends On Individuals. 


In forceful language, he built 
his talk to the conclusion that 
prosperity depends on individual 
initiative and clear-sighted busi- 
ness leadership, so “that more 
wealth will be created and mote 
people share in the wealth that is 
thus created.” 

“In this country we should never 


lose sight of the fact that this is! 
a democracy and that the masses | 


rule. From 48 states and from va- 
rious strata of American life, I 
have heard eight principal things,” 
he said. 

“Our future depends on our 
learning if they are true or false. 
Let’s take a look at them. 

“Up and down the land you 
often hear that ‘a few people own 
the wealth of America.’ But I ask, 
do they?) Do a few people own 
the millions of homes, the mil- 
lions of farms, the millions of au- 
tomobiles? 

“Do a few people own the bil- 
lions of dollars of life insurance— 
with their resources invested in 
all major lines of business?

is a constitutional condition, a nu- 
tritional deficiency, characterized 
by chronic gastrointestinal or di- 
gestive disturbances, more or less 
mental deterioration terminating 
in insanity or paralysis, and a pe- 
culiar type of chronic dermatitis 
resembling old sunburn, especial- 
ly on backs of the wrists, about 
the ankles and about the mouth. 
Full-fledged pellagra is more com- 
mon among the poor white popu- 
lation in the south, but milder, 
perhaps unrecognized, cases, occur 
frequently among the middle class 
and even the well-to-do in the 
north, in the experience of physi- 
cians who are well informed about 
nutritional deficiencies and on the 
look-out for the earlier manifesta- 
tions. 

The cause of pellagra is inade- 
quate supply of vitamin G in the 
daily diet. Best food sources of 
vitamin G are liver, fresh beef, 
egg yolk, beet greens, fresh milk, 
watercress, spinach, green peas, 
dried peas, wheat germ, plain 
wheat; and the richest source is 
dried yeast, which is commonly 


ligator hide” and fish skin disease, 
is also a constitutional disorder 
rather than a mere skin trouble, 
although it does not impair gen- 
eral health. Its milder type is call- 
ed xerosis or xeroderma, which 
means abnormally dry skin; this is 
often seen in certain areas of skin 
—notably back of the elbows and 
on the outer surfaces of the thighs 
and calves. The more pronounced 
alligator hide, fish skin or toad 
skin, a deficiency regarded as con- 
genital in all cases and certainly 
present at birth in some cases, may 
involve the greater portion of the 
skin surface. 


Most children or adults with 
xerosis (dry skin), ichthyosis (fish 
skin) or keratosis (horny or warty 
nutmeg-grater-like papules. at 
openings of the sebaceous glands 
—the so-called “pores”) have a 
subnormal or slow metabolism. 
This, in my opinion, is an indica- 
tion that they need more vitamins, 
particularly vitamin D. I offer this 
opinion merely as an inference I 
have drawn from study of the 
scientific literature on nutrition.

Deficiency of vitamin A is regard- 
ed by many authorities as the 
cause or a cause of keratinization 
of epithelium—keratosis, harsh- 
ness, loss of vitality and furiction- 
al efficiency in the epithelium 
covering skin or mucous mem- 
brane. Finally, as already pointed 
out, vitamin G is known as the 
anti-pellagra vitamin—it prevents 
and cures pellagra. 

Here I am bound to say that I 
personally regard vitamin A as 
apocryphal. I do not doubt that 
it has been isolated, chemically 
identified and indeed is now man- 
ufactured and used remedially as 
a pure vitamin. I do doubt that 
any satisfactory clinical evidence 
supports the practice of prescrib- 
ing vitamin A; I believe the ex- 
perimental evidence available is 
confusing, that the actual effects 
ascribed to vitamin A are general- 
ly due to vitamin D administered 
along with it. Take it or leave it. 
I merely offer my opinion. 

Now what to do about rough 
skin.

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School Board Committee De- 
fers Action to Study Mc- 
Clatchey Findings. 


Recommendations to the city 
board of education concerning 
feasibility of adopting a plan of 
co-education in Atlanta high 
schools were deferred yesterday 
by a special committe cn co-edu- 
cation. 

D. F. McClatchey Jr., chairman 
of the committee, submitted a re- 
port in which he recommended co- 
education as a desirable policy. 


Members of the committee, how- 
ever, voted to ask the board for 
an extension of time so they might 
study the arguments for and 
against the plan more thoroughly. 
The committee was scheduled to 
make its report at the next meet- 
ing of the board on February 8. 
The committee’s failure to act yes- 
terday was expected to delay the 
report until the March meeting. 
Cost of Changes an Issue. 
Urging that present co-educa- 
tional units be retained and that 
any future units be co-educational, 
McClatchey recommended that the 
building and grounds committee 
consider the cost of converting 


the present segregated schools into | 


co-educational units. 

“One of the problems for de- 
cision is whether the cost of mak- 
ing such changes would be coun- 
terbalanced by the many advan- 
tages which would rcsult,” Mc- 
Clatchey said. 

“T feel that the policy of co-ed- 
ucation is highly desirable. 
overwhelming, almost universal 
prevalence of the co-educational 
schools in the nation, and the ex- 
perience of Atlanta and Fulton 
county with co-educational 
schools, indicates that there are 
certainly no serious objections to

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CEYLON’S CAPITAL CITY. 


With close to 300,000 people liv- 
ing in it, Colombo is the largest 
city in Ceylon. It is also the capi- 
tal of the island. 


Walking along a street in Co- 
lombo, the visitor sees many 
strange sights. In the streets there 
are motor cars, but there are a 
greater number of “rickshaws.” 
These vehicles are pulled by men 
(so called “coolies”) and the pas- 
senger rides a mile for a fare of 
about seven cents in our money. 
The men usually trot along—they 
are human beasts-of-burden. This 
custom seems to me a bad one, 
and I am sorry it is so widespread 
in the Orient.

The rickshaws in Colombo are 


reasons—as a shield against the 
bright sunshine, and. to guard 
@gainst the rain which so often 
comes down in a heavy downpour. 
About two’years ago this city had 
a record fall of rain—l2 inches 
in one day! 

Besides the motor cars and rick- 
shaws, there are bullock carts in 
great number. The bullocks are 
small-sized bulls. The cart has 
only two wheels. It may be drawn 
by either one or two bullocks. 
The animals often run at a fairly 
good speed.

both men and women in gay-cole 
fea costumes. Here is a little 
group of four women, each dress- 
ed in bright, rich red. There is 
a man with a saffron yellow robe 
—he is a Buddhist priest. If a 
rainbow dropped from the sky, 
and the colors split apart, the 
number would be no larger than 
those worn by the Ceylonese. 

Who is that man over’ there? 
He has a brownish skin, but he 
is not a native—he is an Afghan 
from Afghanistan. He wears a 
rich-looking velvet jacket and 
baggy white trousers. In his hand 
he holds a thick stick. By trade, 
he is a money-lender, 

When there is a marriage in a 
Ceylon family, or serious. illness, 
and not enough money to pay/ for 
it, the head of the house can go 
to an Afghan moncy-lender and 
obtain the money he needs. That 
is fine, or seems fine, but when 
the date comes there is heavy in- 


terest to pay. Before getting their 


loans paid back, many Ceylonese 
pay more interest than the amount 
of the loan! 

Most of the stores in Colombo 
ihave open fronts. We look in and 
‘see that one store sells dried fish, 
‘fruit, spices and clay dishes. Next 
‘door there is a shop with many 
baskets, but the baskets are not 
what the dealer sells. They con- 
tain chickens and other poultry. 
The birds are waiting for custo- 
mers to buy them and take them 
home. Fowls in Ceylon are sold 


two-wheeled buggies, each with a. 
top. The top is needed for two.

Rail Bonds of All Classes 
Are Showing Strong Up- 


ward Turn.

NEW YORK, Feb. 1.—A stock 
market rally at this stage repre- 
sents a revulsion of feeling, as 
much as anything. 

In the. course of such a decline 
as the market has had over the 
past two weeks, following a week 
when prices tried unsuccessfully 
to get above the highs of last No- 
vember, pessimism in Wall Street 
becomes all-pervading. And when 
that degree of saturation is reach- 
ed, the decline in stocks appears 
mild in comparison; so that many 


% |bears begin to regard the dealings 


as “giving a good account of them- 
selves in view of the prevailing 
sentiment.” 

From the high point of early 
January to the low point of last 
Friday, the Dow-Jones industrial 
average lost 16 points. Chart stu- 
dents have it figured that a tech- 
nical rally might regain about half 
that lost ground. 


Choice of Securities. 

_ While the stock market shows 
increasing selectiveness, the choice 
of securities for purchase or sale 
being governed by earnings re- 
ports and forecasts and such infor- 
mation as sis available on the trend 
of business in various lines, the 
impression prevails that a great 
many market followers: are floun- 
dering in a mazeé of rumors, hopes 
and fears. 

Rumors concern Washington’s

This 
wee’s statement shows an 
crease of $42,000,000 in holdings of 
direct and fully guaranteed obli- 
gations of the United States gov- 
ernment. Last week, those two 
items showed a net gain of $45,- 
000,000. As compared with a year 
ago, the aggregate holdings of 
governments are down $1,109,000,-

Telegraph Wires Cut and 
Bridge Fired; Governor 
Blames ‘Goldshirts.’ 


MEXICO CITY, Feb. 1.—(P)— 
Four men were killed and 10 
wounded todav in an agrarian 
conflict at Encarnacion de Diaz, 
state of Jalisco, while authorities 


were investigating disorders in 
which four others were killed near 
Matamoros. 

The cutting of telegraph wires 
and an attempt to burn a bridge 
on the Monterrey-Tampico rail- 
way were investigated by Gover- 
nor Marte R. Gomez, of the state 
of Tamaulipas, to determine 
whether they were connected with 
the slayings in his state. 

A freight train crew found one 
end of a small wooden bridge 
afire. The blaze was extinguished 
quickly. 

Governor Gomez blamed the 
outlawed “Goldshirts,” an anti- 
Cardenas faction, with Fascist 
tendencies named for Pancho Vil- 
la’s notorious band of raiders, for 
trying to make the American peo- 
ple think there is unrest in Mex- 
ico. 

General Nicolas Rodriguez, ex- 
iled by President Lazaro Carde- 
nas in 1936 because of his anfi- 
government agitation, heads the 
Goldshirts. He has been active 
among Mexican’ elements along 
the border, principally at Laredo 
and other Texas points, since he 
was chased from Mexico. 

Governor Gomez said he ex- 
pected the Tamaulipas situation to 
be under control in a few days, 
while authorities in Mexico City. 
were inclined to regard the disor- 
ders as of minor importance and 
purely local.
